Dipley. who shot and killed Stanley 
Ketchel. champion middle-weight pu­ 
gilist, at the ranch of R. H. Dickerson, 
sev en miles from Conway. Mo., .was 
a rre ste d by thre e farm ers n e a r Nian- 
gua, sev enteen miles from the scen^ 
of the crime. 
Dipley went to the home

Xiangua. and asked to be perm itted to 
rem ain ov er night, which he was al­ 
lowed to do. 
Haggard later, hearing 
of the Ketchel m urder, guarded the 
room occupied by the man and sent 
word to neighbors, telling them of the 
man. 
T hen he called a n ew spaper of­ 
fice here for a description of the m u r­ 
derer, and on receiv ing it said he had 
the man at his home. 
Upon being 
confronted Dipley confessed that lie 
had shot Ketchel.

the murder, saying he killed Ketchel 
because he feared lie would lose his 
own life, as Ketchel had a rev olv er in 
a belt around his waist. 
Dipley was taken to Marshfield and 
placed in jail there.

senger mile by automobile being less 
than one-half the cost of horse trav­ 
el under identical conditions.

the 
first day’s operation recently. 
The 
test will be continued until both ve­ 
hicles have been 
driven 
six 
days 
over the same route and the same 
number of hours. 
The test has been

items of wagons or harness upkeep. 
Each carrying two persons, the cost 
a passenger mile was seven-tenths 
of a cent for the auto and I G-10 
cents for the horse. 
The second and succeeding day’s 
run were to he six hours instead of 
five. 
During all neutral time until 
the test ends the automobile was to 
remain in control of the observers.

tabling losses from that quarter we 
shall have gains. 
“ The deeper they study the ques­ 
tion the most apprehensive the work­ 


ingmen are that a tariff for revenue 
would mean their undoing. 
The Re­ 
publican party pledges itself to pro­ 
tection equal to the difference in the 
cost of 
production at 
home 
and 
abroad. 
The workingmen know that 
this difference in the cost of produc­ 
tion is largely made up of the labor 
cost and that a 
tariff for 
revenue 
would reduce American workingmen 
to the level of wages paid to foreign 
workingmen, which is about one-half 
of our wage scale. 
They also are 
finding out that in free-trade Eng­ 
land the cost of living, with the single 
exception of clothing, is as high as 
it is in the United States. After pon­ 
dering, these facts our workingmen 
are not inclined to help change our 
tariff system to a revenue basis.” 


‘‘What is your own attitude in re­ 
gard to the tariff?” w a s asked. 


“ In my speeches,” replied Judge 
Barnard, “ I am both defending and 
criticising the present tariff law. 
I 
feel free to criticise the law, showing 
up the .schedules I do not think are 
right, without apologizing for voting 
for the measure as a whole, which, in 
my individual opinion, was an im­ 
provement over the Dingley law. The 
cotton and woolen schedules are too 
high. 
Steel and iron ought to be on 
the free list. 


“ I am very much in favor,” con­ 


tinued the representative, “ of a tariff 
commission and of revising by single 
schedules along the lines suggested 
by President 
Taft. 
I am not an 
eleventh-hour 
convert to the tariff 
commission idea. I was for it before 
I entered Congress 
and I made a 


speech for it at the Indianapolis con­ 
ference of manufacturers when the 
movement was launched. 
“ I do not believe that any or our 
tariff laws have accurately measured 
the difference in the cost of produc­ 
tion at home and abroad. Congress i- 
ïampered by a lack of information a-> 
well as by the selfishness of local in­ 
terests. 
Quite naturally representa­ 
tives represent their districts ii. get­ 
ting all the protection they« car . and 
it frequently happens that these home 
industries believe they 
need 
more 
protection than really is required. 


“In the absence of accurate in­ 
formation. and desiring to do the best 
they can for their home communities, 
representatives stand for higher du­ 
ties than should be granted. When a 
tariff commission lays before Con­ 
gress accurate, unbiased information 
in regard to the tariff need in various 
lines I believe Congress will follow 
its recommendations very 
largely. 
What we want to get at in framing 
a tariff law is the exact difference in 
the cost of production. 
“ Insufficient information and log­ 
rolling methods have prevented that 
difference from being 
ascertained 
accurately. 
The plan of revising the 
tariff schedule by schedule as re­ 
vision is needed in particular items, 
without disturbing the whole business 
world, and thus working injury alike 
to the industries involved 
and to 
wage earners, needs no defense nor 
elucidation, for it speaks for itself. 
It is simply common sense applied to 
legislation.”
